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Remarks 

Favorable reconsideration of this application, in view of the above amendments and in 
light of the following remarks and discussion, is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1-31 are currently pending in the application; Claims 21 and 22 having been 
amended by way of the present response. Applicants respectfully assert that support for the 
changes to the claims is self-evident from the originally filed disclosure, including the 
original claims, and that therefore no new matter has been added. 

In the Office Action Claims 21 and 22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 6.266.506 to Kurz et al. 

Initially, Applicants gratefully acknowledge the Examiner's allowance of Claims 1-20 
and 23-31. 

As stated above Claims 21 and 22 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Kurz . Applicants respectfully request that the rejection of the claims be 
withdrawn for the following reasons. 

The present invention is directed to a method of replenishing a developer supply in an 
image forming apparatus with a developer cartridge (e.g., as recited in independent Claim 
21). As recited in the independent claim, the developer cartridge has a rim including an 
extension of a periphery, the rim including a first face adapted to open a shutter of the image 
forming apparatus and a second face adapted to close the shutter of the image forming 
apparatus. The method includes inserting the developer cartridge into the image forming 
apparatus, rotating the developer cartridge such that the first face of the rim contacts a first 
portion of the shutter to open the shutter, and rotating the developer cartridge such that the 
second face of the rim contacts a second portion of the shutter to close the shutter. 

Kurz is directed to a toner bottle including a mechanical key. As stated in the portion 
of Kurz cited in the Office Action, a toner bottle 150 includes a toner bottle nozzle 152 with a 
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keying feature 154. The keying feature 154 interacts with a receptacle feature 164 of a 
process cartridge. 

Applicants respectfully assert that Kurz does not teach or render obvious, however, 
the claimed features of rotating a developer cartridge such that a first face of a rim contacts a 
first portion of a shutter to open the shutter, and rotating the developer cartridge such that a 
second face of the rim contacts a second portion of the shutter to close the shutter, as recited 
in independent Claim 21. Specifically, Applicants respectfixUy assert that Kurz does not 
show or state rotating the toner bottle 150 such that different faces of the keying feature 154 
contact different portions of the receptacle feature 164 to open and close the receptacle 
feature 164, for example. 

Thus, Applicants respectfully request that the rejection of independent Claim 21 vmder 
35 U.S.C. § 102(b) be withdrawn, and the allowance of independent Claim 21. 

Applicants respectfully assert that Claim 22 is allowable for at least the same reasons 
as independent Claim 21 fi-om which it depends, as well as for its own features, particularly 
in combination with the features of the independent claim. Thus, Applicants respectfully 
request that the rejection of dependent Claim 22 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) be withdrawn, and 
the allowance of dependent Claim 22. 

Consequently, in view of the present amendment, no further issues are believed to be 
outstanding in the present application, and the present application is believed to be in 
condition for formal Allowance. A Notice of Allowance for Claims 1-31 is earnestly 
solicited.
